The act pawed by the last session of 
the Kentucky Legislature for the pio 
Uctionofthe fish in the streams of 
thia State became effective Wednesday. 
Circular letters have been sent out by 
Executive Agent J. y. Ward, to all the 
countiea notifying fishermen that it 
would be unlawful lu catch tish except 
with rod, line and hook, hand lines, set 
lines or trot Hm*. Persons attempting 
to catch tish by any other menna will 
be subject to a tine uf nut less than $16 
nor more than $lon fur each offense.

SIDELIGHTS 



One of the moat interesting fea- 
tures of the rerent Democratic con- 
vention at St. Ixiula la tha fart that It 
look lovely woman to force the only 
roll rail demanded on tha national 
platform, aa well aa to Inspire the 
only real ricltement that marked the 
convention. 

"Votes for Women" was the Isaue 
that stirred up things The Mexican 
I'Wnk. nulled In at the last minute hy 
the platform builders, did not create 
a ripple. "Americanism" and "pre- 
partdnesa" received polite orations, 
but It remained for the woman suf- 
frage plnnk to atart a real fracas 

ileaib d hy Oov. Ferguson of Texai, 
the a. nit endeavored to wrench the 
ruffrnge plnnk from the platform. But 
Pre-ldent Wilsons reelings on the 
subject, as presented to the conven- 
tion hy Senator Walsh of Montana, 
were not to be Ignored. And so, after 
a three hour battle In which the term 
"political expediency" waa user) with 
telling effect, the antls were routed 
hy a rote of m<4 to 181H. 

The vote, however, does not tell the 
real aiory of the battle, which wna 
cne of the moat vigorous and pic- 
turesque ever staged at a national 
llemocratlc convention. Fifteen wom- 
en delegates fought from the floor on 
the aide or the pro-sufrraglsta, while 
hundreds of their slaters waved yel- 
low pennnnts and cheered them on 
rroru the balconies. A thunderstorm 
that almost drowned out the voices 
Bfl the delegates aa they answered the 
roll call brought both the suffrage 
battle and the convention to a most 
melodramatic finish.

It was the above little plank that 
Inspired dev. Ferguson of Texas to 
mount the platform In tbe Coliseum 
and read a minority report withhold- 
ing tbe party support from the ladies 
who want the vote. That the Dm* 
cratlc party should scorn tbe political 
exigencies of the sltuallo.1 and defy 
the 12 western states in which women 
rote waa the burden of his argument, 
ktharing the same opinion with bim 
were C. L. Burtlett or Georgia, 
Stephen B. Fleming or Indiana and 
"Jim" Nugent oj New Jersey, the old- 
time enemy or President Wilson. This 
trio signed th* minority report wlLb 
the Texan. 

Lined up aualnst Gov. Ferguson, 
who acted as spokesman ror the mi- 
nority, were Senator Stone or Mis- 
souri, Senator Human or Nevada and 
Senator Walsh of Montana. 

Senator Walsh did not 
ters in his argument for I 
of the sulfiuge plank. He stated plain- 
ly tbe adoption of tho plank was 
necessary as a matter of political ex- 
pediency, adding that the present 
political situation In this country was 
a condition and not a theory- 

"The states In which women vote 
control 'Jl votes in tbe electoral col- 
lege," he said, adllng significantly, 
"every political party has declared for 
woman suffrage In sume way or other. 
It becomes a simple question whether 
you will ii. i u r the enmity or th. -u 
womt-n. 

"Now, my friends," be continued, 
"as late as 1907 there were but two 
stales west of the Missouri river that 
returned Democratic senators and now 
we have 15 of them. The question Is, 
are >ou ready to surrender tho IS 
votes you liave In the United States 
senute and turn them over to your 
polllical cnetiilesT" 

In conclusion. Senator Walsh said 
that he revealed do secret when ha 
suld President Wilson knew all about 
the suffrage plank. 

"The, president believes It vital to 
his success that It stay in the plat- 
form," ho said. "I ask you la all the 
fervor of my soul, who Is ihere wiser 
or more patriotic than her

Where 
the tn-es In the old w.»ul lot are to be 
cut during the uext year or two and 
are moderately open planting may In- 
done In the winter, eo as to get a start 
In advunce of the removal later of the 
overhead protection aguinst early frosts 
and excessive drying of the *oM In raid 
aummer.
